Mre Chairman, Madam and Gentlemen, 


The population at mid-year 1964 as eatimatad by the Registrar General 
was 3790 which is an increase of 270 over the estimated population at mid-year 
1963. There were 65 live-births of which 3 (4.6%) were illegitimate. There 
were 4. still-births and the still-birth rate was 58.0. per thousand live 
and still-births 


There were 45 deaths from all causes and these included the deaths of 
3 infants under the age of 1 year; there were no infant de®ths in 1963. 
Both the infantile death rate and the still-birth rate were much higher than 
in the previous year and considerably above the corresponding rates for 
England & Walese However because the number of births in a year is small, 
both these rates are liable to fluctuate very considerably from year to year 
without any significant underlying cause. It can therefore be misleading to 
make a straight comparison with other years or with national rates. 


At the beginning of the year there was a small outbreak of measles, 
otherwise the incidence of infectious diseases was extremely low. There 
was 1 new case of pulmonary tuberculosis notified in 196), this compares 
with 1 in 1963 and 2 in 1962. There was no new case of non=-pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 


All premises affected by the Offices, Shops and Railway Premises 
Act were required to be registered by 1st May, 1964 and the main provisions 
of the Act came into force on 1st August, 1964. 11 premises have been 
registered and inspections are proceeding. 


In conclusion, I should like to thank the Chairman and Members of the 
Health Committee for their continued interest in all health matters. I 
Should also like to thank the Officers of the Council for their valuable 
help throughout the year.

Water Board. The Board consists of representatives of the Stockport 
County Borough Council, the Urban District Councils of Bredbury and 
Romiley, Marple, New Mills, Alderley Edge, Cheadle and Gatley, Hazel 
Grove and Bramhall, Whaley Bridge and Wilmslow and the Rural 
District Council of Disley ("the constituent councils") and the 
Cheshire County Council. 


Most of the houses in the Disley Rural District are connected to 
the mains but a few farms and isolated houses situated on high ground 
are supplied by natural wells and springs, a few having boreholes, 
The situation of these premises and the physical characteristics of 
the land render the cost of laying mains prohibitive and an almost 
impossible task.

satisfactory in quality and quantity. Fluoridation is not carried 
out. The main road and lower areas of the district are supplied from 
Kinder and the higher part of the district from the Goyt Valey 
Supply. Two samples of mains water drawn from taps in a house and 

a school were submitted to the Public Health Laboratory, Withington 
Hospital, for bacteriological examination and were found to be 
satisfactory. Two samples drawn from taps at a hotel with its own 
source of supply were also submitted to the Public Health Laboratory 
and were found to be satisfactory. 


The Engineer and Manager of the Stockport and District Water

6, Public Cleansing A direct labour refuse collection service 
is operated by the Council. In February 1964 an incentive bonus 
scheme was put into operation whereby the one 3 - man team 
comprising loader/driver and two ashbinmen is paid an incentive 
bonus of 2d. per dustbin in excess of a target of 1,000 bins 
collected in 126 man hours, the target varying pro rata with the 
total number of hours actually employed on refuse collection. 
Formerly the collection period was fortnightly and since the 
inception of the bonus scheme to the 28th December, 1964, the 
average has been 10+4 days for the whole of the district and the 
average bonus paid to the team has been £2. 7. 5. per week, 


Trade refuse is collected weekly for which an appropriate 
charge is made, A new dual-tip KARRIER BANTAM diesel engine 12 
cubic yard end loading refuse collecting vehicle was put into use 
in May 1964 in place of a KARRIER BANTAM side loading 7 cubic yard 
Tentede, the increased load carrying capacity of the new vehicle 
Was Peduced the daily number of journeys to the refuse tip. 


Household refuse is disposed of by controlled tipping at the 
Counerh™s tip in Greenshall Lane, Dishey. After discharge the 
refuse is raked over and covered by a layer of overburden sand and 
the face of the tip is also dressed with sand or with surplus 
excavated material from building sites, General dressing of 
surfaces is carried out with a hired bulldozer. 


7. Rodent Control A Rodent Operator is employed on five half 
days in each alternate week. Regular inspections and treatments 
of the sewage disposal works and refuse tip have been carried out 
and surveys for the detection and eradication of rodents in other 
parts of the district. 61 infestations of private property, 3 
local authority and 4 business premises were treated.
